; bit fecond reafon is no more Longer gs oe 
the'firft, as I hope.to make appear in the feque 
of what I have 43 offer. _— : 

Gentlemen have infifted much on the great 
race and favour fhewn, in reducing the army 
ince the beginning of the laft feflion ; and I 
prefume not to fay that we were deceived into 
the vote then given for maintaining Thirty-two 
thoufand men, becaufe we always proceed with 
the utmoft caution and circumfpection, and 
becaufe the deep defigns of the Swedifh plot, 
which occafioned fuch terrible apprehenfions 
amongft us, have fince been fully difcovered 
‘to the world, : 

But however wifely it was then done, I hope 
jnever again to fee, either the fame number, or 
inear the fanie corps, after fome artful reductions 
jcontinued in this nation in time of peace, on 
;any pretence or any 2 whatever. 

| IJ.will not trouble you, Sir, with my remarks 
‘on the fallacy of thofe reduétions. They have 
been fu ficiently expofed by a * gentleman,who 
jis béttér informed of the fecret of that affair, 
and who (I ain glad to find) when he is con- 
tending for the fervice of his country, is no 
more afraid than myfelf of being called a Ja- 
cobite, by thofe'who want other arguments to 
fupport their debates, 

Our ‘prefent confideration is, whether there 
are any reafons to’ induce’ us, as our circum- 
ftances now ftand, to keep up above Sixteen 
thoufand men, with officers for almoft double 
the number ? And whether, if we fhould con- 
fent to keep them up, we fhould aét (as his 
Majefty defires we fhould) agreeably to the 
conttitution of thefe kingdoms, and confe- 
quently to the principles on which the govern- 
ment is founded ? 

Now, in virtue of that freedom of fpeech we 
are intituled to, I beg leave to declare my opi- 
nion, Thatthe keeping up the number pro- 
poled is fo far from being neceffary to our pro- 
tection, that it will be inconfiftent with our 
fafety, and an exceflive burthen to his Majefty’s 
good fubje&ts. Nor do I think it poffible any 
arguments can be invented (none, I am fure, 
have been yet offered) to incline an Houfe of 
Commons at this time when we are in a pro- 
found tranquility, fome domeftic feuds except- 
ed, to fubmir to that which every member, 
every lover of liberty, muft own, abftractedly 
confidered, to be a grievance, and fuch an one 
qught never to be fubmitted to, but in:char moft 
defperate and deplotabie circumftance, where 
it is to be chofen as the lefs evil. 

I know thefe affertions interfere with what 
is laid down in the fecond paragraph of his 
.Majefty’s fpeech. But we are to confider that 
F fpeech, as the compofition and advice of his 
miniftry, and are therefore at liberty to debate 
every propofition’ in ic; efpecially “ Thof,

’Tis the only infidelity of his Majefty’s reign, 
that, ** He is unacquainted with our language 
and conftitution ;” and it is therefore the more 
incumbent on his Britifh minifters to inform 
him, That our government does not ftand on 
the fame foundation with his German domi- 
nions, which, by reafon of their firuation and 
the nature of their conftitution, are obliged to 
keep up armies in time of peace. Nor is it in 
the leaft to be wondered at, that his Majefty, 
who hath {pent the earlier part of his life in thofe 
dominions fhould think 16, or even 32,000 
men, might be continued in fo rich and power- 
fula nation as this is, without being a burden 
to it. But when he fhall come to underftand, 
that the fmaller number in time of peace would 
be’ deftructive to that fecurity and eafe of his 
people, for which he expreffes fo tender a re- 
gard, he will doubtlefs be convinced, that thofe 
a&t moit conformably to their duty and his in- 
tereft, who (as true fubjeéts of Gr. Britain) are 
againft continuing more Troops than have been 
ufually thought and found fufficient in the fame 
fituation of affairs, for the fupport of the crown 
and the fafety of the kingdom. 

I am therefore at a lofs to conceive how gen- 
tlemen can perfuade themfelves, that the com- 
plying with this extraordinary demand would 
promote his Majefty’s fervice: for it fuppofes 
| not only a diftruft but a weaknefs in the go- 
| vernment ; as if neither the affections of the 
people at home, nor the treaties of our allies 
abroad, were to be depended on; which is a 
thought fo injurious, fo contradiflory to fome 
folemn affurances from the throne, that no one 
will prefume to advance it openly in this Houfe 
or eliewhere 5 and yer it is all, in my humble 
apprehenfion, included in this motion, No- 
thing indeed can alienate the hearts of the peo- 
ple from his Maj fty 5 but fuch attempts have 
formerly proved fatal to princes of lefs con- 
fummate wildom and virtue. Nor are we to 
imagine, that the fame grievance is not equally 
milchievous in the reign of a good prince, as 
of abad one. ’Tis fometimes more fo, be- 
caule lef expected, and lefs guarded againft, 

Let gentlemen look round Europe, and they 
will find, that fome of the freef{ and braveft 
people in it, have, by this very method, loft 
their liberties. ‘They will find, that the civil 
power was from time to time drawn in, by 
pretended exigencies, to allow and maintain an 
armed force in peace; which, as they at firft 
| thought, and were inftructed to believe, was 
| intended to add ftrength to their authority, to 

fecure them in the poffeffion of their religious 
_ and political rights, to watch the ambitious de- 
| figns of their neighbour nations, & to preferve 
the balance of power. Glorious intentions, if 
they had-dut proved'real! Burt, though they 
ufed all poffible precaution, though they made 
it the Condition of their eftablifhment, that the 
forces thould be disbanded, when the extraor- 
dinary oceafion for which they were raifed, ceaf-

ed; yet they perceived too late, that their con- 
dition was not binding ; that they had erected 
a power fuperior #0 themfelves ; that the fol- 
diery, when they had tafted the {weets of auttio- 
rity, would not part with it; and that even 
their princes (after thefe temporary conceffions 
made to them) began to think, that ruling by 
an army was a more eafy, a more compendious 
way of government, tham acting under the re- 
ftraints and limitations of the laws of their 
country. And now they wear the chains they 
put round their own necks, and lament the lofs 
of that freedom, which they unhappily con- 
fented to deftroy, and which could never have 
been deftroyed without their confent. 

But there is no need of fetching arguments, 
on this fubjeét, from foreign nations. Our own 
is too well acquainted with the effeéts of conti- 
nuing an armed force in peace, not tO appre- 
hend every thing from it, be the pretence never 
fo fpecious. 

It would be mifpending our time, to recount 
the mifchiefs, which have from hence pee ap 
ed to this nation ; and 1 will not run back to 
former reigns, 

But I cannot forbear obferving (what my 
very good friend, near me, hath already hint- 
ed) that is was the great grievance complained 
of in the Bill of Rights, & was that from which 
the revolution was co deliver us. King Wil- 
liam himfelf after the peace of Ryfwick, could 
not obtain above ten thoufand men, though he 
had then a more enterprizing & a more power- 
ful prince to deal with, than any now in this 
part of the world. And the proceeding of that 
houfe of Commons muft be ever juftified by 
thofe, who have the leaft concern for our con- 
ftitution, notwithftanding fome ungrounded In. 
finuations, that it involved us in a long and ex. 
penfive war. Befides, it is every year declar- 
ed in the aét of Mutiny and Defertior, that the 
keeping up a ftanding army in time of peace, 
is againft law; and as the freeing us from ir,. 
was one of the ends of the revolution; fo no 
doubt, the preferving us for ever from any at- 
tempt of the like nature, was one of thofle in- 
numerable glorious advant ropofed b 
the a&t of fucceffion. mth eo ' 

But it hath been urged, that the confent of 
parliament reconciles all, and that forces fo 
Continued, are not to be accounted a ftanding 
army, becaufe they are intended to keep out. 
a ftanding army ; which (with the noble lord’s 
Jeave, who makes the diltinétion) is a notion 
teo fine, too chimerical, to be maintained. 

I know indeed it is explained both in the Bill 
of Rights, and in the AC of Mutiny and De- 
fertion, that the keeping up a ftanding army in 
time of peace is illegal only, if done without 
confent.of parliament. Now this in no fort 
weakens the argument, as to the inconvenience 
and oppreffion of which I am fpeaking. For, 
tho’ the Parliament in thefe declaratory laws, 
feems to put in its claim only againft the in- 
croachments of the crown, from whence it fup- 
pofed fuch oppreffions were more likely to 
come than from the reprefentatives of the peo 
ple yet the nature of things cannot hinder the 
fame caufes from producing the fame effects, 
An army, tho’ kept up by confent of Parlia- 
ment, will, like other armies, foon know its 
own ftrength, willin all probability purfue the 
diétates of felf-prefervation, and rather chufe to 
diffolve that authority with which it is incom- 


- patible than tamely fubmit to its own diffolu- 


tion, Did not the Parliament-army previous 
to the Ufurpation moft fatally prove this? But 
if we were to admit, for argument’s fake, that 
the confent of Parliament could make armies 
more tame and ductile than they woul! other- 
wife be, I think however it would not be ad- 
vifeable for a Parliament, that intends to a@ 
ratioually, and agreeably, cither to the princi- 
ples on which his Majefty’s government or its 
own power is founded, to familiarize a military 
force to this free nation. For the very nang 
and terror of it would ‘without oppreffion) awe 






and fubdue the fpirits of the people, extinguifh 
their love of libetty, and beget a mean and 
abje& acquiefence in flavery. — Me 

Sif, we havé already fufpendéd fomé laws, 
and repealed others, to comply with the necel- 
fities of the adminiftration, But pray, let us 
go no further 3 let us not go on to continue the 
army, ’or the greateft part of it: for fo Jong,as 
it is cohtinued, fo long is the whole confticu.ion 
fufpended, or at leaft in the mercy of thofe 
whom we arm againft it.
